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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


In  October  I  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as 
Civil  Defense  Director  for  the  Town  of  Warren,  to 
complete  the  term  of  the  late  Roderick  LaMothe. 

From  observations  of  previous  records  I  can  see  my 
duties  are  many  and  varied. 

As  the  name  indicates,  the  major  function  of  this 
office  is  to  establish  the  many  activities  at  the  local 
level,  that  might  be  needed  in  case  of  any  disasters, 
local  or  national. 

Thus  through  such  connections  it  becomes  possible 
for  the  town  to  obtain  many  items  that  might  be  re- 
quired for  such  occasions,  and  which  could  also  be  used 
on  a  limited  basic,  locally.  One  source  of  such  items 
is  through  the  Civil  Defense  office,  from  Government 
Surplus  Commodities. 

Our  first  such  item  is  a  Ford  Pickup  truck  which  is 
now  in  the  local  Fire  Station.  This  truck  is  in  very 
good  condition,  and  was  purchased  for  50.00.  This  can 
be  used  in  emergencies  by,  and  with  the  consent  of, 
Civil  Defense  authorities. 

The  Fire  Department  is  also  in  need  of  a  larger 
truck  which  can  be  used  as  a  Tank  Truck,  or  a  com- 
bination pumper  and  tank  truck.  Two  500  gallon 
aluminum  tanks  have  already  been  purchased  for  $10. 
These  could  be  used  on  such  a  truck.  With  a  water 
supply  such  as  we  have  in  Warren,  this  added  1,000 
gallons  of  water,  readily  available,  would  be  a  great 
addition. 

There  are  many  items  available  through  these  chan- 
nels that  could  be  very  useful  to  the  town  and  yet  in- 
expensive. 

Plans  are  under  way  for  stepped-up  activity  in  this 
Department  and  a  stronger  relation  with  the  State 
Civil  Defense  office.

You  will  note  that  of  the  nine  fires  listed  above, 
three  were  in  Wentworth.  It  may  be  wondered  why 
the  department  answered  fire  calls  in  Wentworth. 
The  answer  to  this  is  that  we  work  very  closely  with 
that  department.  Wentworth,  it  should  be  noted,  lost 
three  dwellngs,  two  of  which  may  never  be  replaced. 

The  large  fire  of  the  year  was  in  East  Warren  at 
the  site  of  the  old  CCC  camps  on  Bald  Mountain.  TRe 
ground  and  the  woods  were  very  dry  at  that  time  and 
consequently  the  fire  burned  with  great  intensity  and 
most  difficult  to  suppress.  At  one  time  there 
were  approximately  100  men  fighting  this  fire.  For- 
tunately this  fire  burned  over  a  considerable  amount 
of  U.  S.  Forest  land  and  thereby  the  cost  of  the  fire 
was  an  expense  of  the  U.  S.  Forestry  Service.  As  far 
as  is  known,  the  cause  of  the  fire  has  not  been  de- 
termined, but  it  would  seem  probable  that  it  was 
caused  by  the  careless  dropping  of  a  match  or  cigar- 
ette by  a  hunter.  It  might  be  a  great  surprise  if  we 
knew  the  total  cost  to  the  Forest  Service  of  suppress- 
ing this  fire. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  we  have  added  a  Ford 
pickup  truck  and  two  500  gallon  tanks  to  the  equip- 
ment at  the  fire  station.  These  were  purchased  for 
the  town  through  the  Civil  Defense  Surplus  Commodi- 
ties Agency.  We  are  still  hoping  to  obtain  some  type 
of  a  6x6  vehicle  for  the  department.  The  worth  of 
such  a  vehicle  and  equipment  was  proved  at  the  Bald 
Mountain  fire.  Members  of  the  Fire  Department  have 
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inspected  a  vehicle  recently  at  Pease  Air  Force  Base. 
However  because  of  its  size  it  was  thought  that  this 
vehicle  would  not  be  as  useful  as  a  vehicle  of  smaller 
size  and  that  its  cost  could  not  be  justified.  We  hope  to 
obtain  a  vehicle  during  the  coming  year  which  will 
be  both  practical  and  inexpensive. 

FLOYD  R.  RAY,  Fire  Chief 
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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  Your 
District  Chief 


During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the 
greatest  forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more 
than  sixty  years.  The  continued  drought  brought 
home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential 
threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valu- 
able forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American 
tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer 
effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  pre- 
vention, patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights 
for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstra- 
tion of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those 
responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready 
forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low. 
For  their  effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire 
service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well 
done. 

Prevention,  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the 
bad  five  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a 
part  of  our  public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain 
carelessless  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and 
burn  within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe 
place.  Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind 
is  down  or  on  a  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your 
fire  and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its 
safer.  A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes 
many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make 
this  a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety 
of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern. 
Keep  matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them 
to  respect  fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 
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Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep 
New  Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

Shortly  after  the  financial  statement  and  report 
for  1962  was  written  the  precinct  experienced  another 
costly  freeze-up.  This  occurred  in  two  places,  one  on 
either  side  of  the  street.  On  the  east  side  of  the  street 
the  line  froze  between  the  home  of  Nettie  Brown  and 
that  of  Henry  Buskey.  It  is  possible  that  the  extreme 
cold  plus  the  fact  that  the  widened  road  at  that  point 
caused  the  frost  to  go  much  lower  than  usual.  How- 
ever after  this  line  was  thawed  the  Commissioners  had 
a  copper  pipe  welded  to  the  main  line  and  this  pipe 
extends  to  a  point  just  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  This  might  make  it  unnecessary  to  do  a 
great  amount  of  digging  in  the  future.  On  the  west 
side  of  the  road  the  situation  was  more  serious.  The 
water  apparently  froze  in  the  pipe  but  may  have  not 
been  the  whole  source  of  trouble.  In  the  spring  it 
was  found  that  a  portion  of  the  pipe  was  broken  and 
water  was  being  lost  into  the  ground  anyway.  A  large 
valve  was  purchased  and  installed  in  the  main  pipe 
just  below  the  service  entrance  of  Lloyd  Hibbard.  This 
will  enable  the  upper  portion  of  this  line  to  remain 
in  service  if  anything  happens  in  the  future  at  the 
lower  end.  This  winter  a  drainage  line  is  in  operation 
whereby  water  is  running  continuously  into  specially 
constructed  dry  wells  at  the  rate  of  about  one  gallon 
per  minute  on  each  side  of  the  street.  This  should 
prevent  any  freezing  under  more  severe  winter  con- 
ditions than  we  are  now  experiencing.  If  necessary 
these  two  outlets  could  be  increased  in  the  amount 
of  water  discharged  per  minute,  especially  at  night 
when   the    normal    household  usage    is    lowered.    Ob- 
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viously  our  indebtedness  had  to  be  increased  by  $600.00 
to  meet  last  winter's  emergency  costs.  The  water  rents 
are  now  being  paid  regularly  by  everyone  and  it  is 
hoped  that  three  or  four  hundred  dollars  can  be  paid 
off  on  this  indebtedness  in  1964.

The  following  is  a  report  of  activities  conducted  in 
Warren,  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public 
Health — Public  Health  Nursing,  for  the  year  1963. 
Please  have  printed  in  your  town  report. 

In  March,  April  and  May  Sabin  Polio  Vaccine  was 
given  at  the  school  for  children  who  had  missed  prev- 
ious series. 

Sabin  Type  1-9,  Type  3-14 ;  Type  2-18. 

March  4,  1963  a  Sterneedle  Tuberculin  Testing  Pro- 
gram was  conducted  in  the  schools  with  the  assistance 
of  Mrs.  Muriel  LaMott,  R.  N.,  School  Nurse.  A  total 
of  89  were  tested — finding  two  reactors.  These  were 
followed  through  with  chest  Xrays — no  active  tuber- 
culosis found. 

Several  from  Warren  attended  Chest  Xray  Clinics 
in  Plymouth  in  April  and  October.  These  clinics  are 
conducted  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  and 
Health  Association  cooperating  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Division  of  Public  Health.  Written  reports  are 
sent  to  all  attending  chest  Xray  clinics.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  some  to  have  chest  Xrays  at  Glen- 
cliff  Sanitorium. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  nearest  medical  care  for 
children  of  Warren  is  Plymouth  or  Woodsville — about 
20  miles,  also  that  the  Moosilaukee  Medical  Center  was 
available — a  pedriatric  clinic  was  conducted  at  the 
Center  on  August  14th,  1963.  This  clinic  was  serviced 
by  Dr.  Abbott  Winegrad  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Public  Health  assisted  by  the  Public  Health 
Nurse  and  a  local  volunteer  committee.  The  response 
was  excellent  and  these  have  been  continued  on  a 
monthly  basis,  being  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  the  month.  Mothers  have  attended  from  Warren, 
Wentworth  and  Rumney. 
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Physical  examinations  of  Babies  and  children  were 
given  by  Dr.  Winegrad  and  referrals  for  follow-up 
made  as  necessary.  Immunizations  and  tests  were 
also  available.  The  following  give  a  report  of  tests  and 
immunizations  given : 

Physicals— 102. 

Sabin:   Tl— 29;  T2—25;  T3— 36. 
Biptheria — Tetanus — Whooping   Cough :    Series — 
37;  Boosters— 27. 

Diptheria — Tetanus  (over  5  years) — 19. 
Smallpox  vaccinations — 29. 
Urine  tests:  sugar — 65;  P.  K.  U. — 65. 
Sterneedle  Tuberculin  Tests — 102. 

These  clinics  are  held  from  10  -  3  P.  M.  Physical 
examinations  by  appointments.  Many  return  for  fol- 
low-up visits. 

All  receiving  tuberculin  tests  and  smallpox  vacci- 
nations were  followed  by  home  visits ;  also  if  physical 
defects  were  found  the  nurse  follow-through  with  home 
visits  to  discuss  recommendations. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  recommendations 
made  and  carried  through : 

Child  referred  to  private  physician  for  allergy  test. 
3  referred  to  Crippled  Children's  Clinic  at  Hanover. 
3  referred  to  Dr.  Halfnagel  at  Hanover  for  further 

study. 
2  referred  to  Hanover  Cardiac  Clinic. 

1  referred  to  Orthodontist 

2  referred  for  eye  examinations. 

3  adult  reactors  to  TB  Test  followed  through  with 

chest  Xrays. 

Literature  was  available  and  given  to  mothers  on 
various  problems  and  health  subjects.  Time  was  taken 
to  discuss  children's  behaviour  problems. 

We  feel  these  clinics  have  been  very  successful  and 
worthwhile.  The  mothers  state  they  have  received 
much  benefit  from  them. 
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The  nurse  was  assisted  at  these  clinics  by  Mrs. 
Esther  Whitcher  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Graves.  The  time  and 
service  these  ladies  have  given  to  this  health  project 
is  greatly  appreciated.  My  sincerest  thanks  also  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Moosilaukee  Medical  Center  for  the  use 
of  the  building.  It  has  been  an  ideal  set-up  and  we 
are  very  appreciative  to  have  it  available  for  Health 
Services. 

Many  home  visits  have  been  made  in  the  community 
throughout  the  year.

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COMMENTS 

The  past  year  was  high  lighted  by  the  very  satisfy- 
ing and  memorable  Bi-Centennial  celebration.  The 
work  of  the  many  committees  and  the  generally  well- 
planned  program  was  a  real  credit  to  the  Town  of 
Warren.  As  a  result  of  this  event  most  of  us  have  be- 
come more  aware  of  the  necessity  of  taking  some  real 
action  toward  providing  a  permanent  place  for  the 
many  valuable  items  of  historic  interest,  which  have 
been  collected  by  various  persons  in  town.  It  is  prob- 
able that  many  items,  now  held  by  individuals  would 
eventually  be  donated  or  loaned  for  a  permanent  dis- 
play. Favorable  action  will  be  sought  on  article  28  of 
the  Warrant  as  a  step  toward  the  realization  of  this 
goal. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  we  consider  closing  cer- 
tain unused  roads  or  parts  of  roads.  Many  persons 
probably  are  unaware  of  the  existence  of  some  roads 
which  formerly  were  important  parts  of  our  road 
system,  serving  the  many  out-lying  farms  which  for 
generations  were  a  part  of  Warren's  economy.  Today 
some  of  these  roads  are  not  in  use  and  have  naturally 
deteriorated  but  are  technically  subject  to  full  mainten- 
ance. According  to  today's  costs,  such  maintenance 
would  represent  an  unwarranted  financial  burden.  ,If 
the  Town  votes  to  discontinue  maintenance  on  these 
roads  or  votes  to  limit  such  maintenance,  the  Selectmen 
and  Road  Agent  will  then  have  the  authority  and  direc- 
tion to  support  them  should  it  become  necessary  to 
make  any  decisions  relative  to  these  unused  roads. 

Several  years  ago  Warren  citizens  voted  to  try  a 
system  of  road  maintenance  involving  the  election  of  a 
full-time  road  agent.  Most  people  agree  that  this  sys- 
tem has  proved  its  worth  and  justified  the  inception 
of  the  plan.  However  the  matter  of  salary  has  been 
left  to  a  rather  hit  or  miss  program.  To  encourage  and 
promote  the  best  in  road  maintenance  and  the  care  of 
equipment,  a  definite  salary  scale  should  be  establish- 
ed. This  should  set  minimum  and  maximum  limits 
and  progressive  annual  raises.  The  reason  for  adopt- 
ing a  salary  scale  is  to  provide  a  sense  of  security  and 
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an  incentive  to  plan  road  work  for  months  and  even 
years  ahead.  Under  such  a  plan  a  man  with  no  experi- 
ence would  be  expected  to  start  at  the  minimum  salary. 
In  succeeding  years  the  minimum  and  maximum  limits 
could  be  adjusted  upward,  as  economic  conditions 
change,  and  yet  maintain  the  pay  scale.  The  town 
should  give  some  consideration  to  fringe  benefits  for 
our  only  full  time  employee,  such  as  participating 
health  insurance  and  sick  leave  allowances. 

The  matter  of  property  re-assessment  in  1963  was 
received  with  a  variety  of  reactions.  The  chief  fault 
lies  in  the  fact  that  increases  were  sudden  and  in  many 
cases  sharp.  The  goal  of  the  Selectmen  was  to  place 
fair  market  values  on  the  various  pieces  of  property. 
Recently  the  Tax  Commission  sent  an  agent  to  assess 
sample  units  and  when  these  results  are  known,  the 
Selectmen  will  know  just  how  efficient  they  were  and 
what  the  level  of  taxation  is  now.  On  the  whole  the 
changes  were  well  accepted  and  the  few  complaints 
entered  were  made  honestly  and  in  good  faith.  Assess- 
ing should  be  a  continuous  process  and  not  done  at 
intervals  of  ten  years  or  more.  The  Selectmen  do  not 
consider  their  decisions  as  infallible  and  beyond  argu- 
ment. Therefore  they  intend  to  receive  appeals  in  a 
business-like  and  friendly  manner.  The  only  goal  is 
a  fair  valuation  for  all  property.  Actually  the  valua- 
tion should  be  somewhere  near  the  true  market  price. 

During  the  last  few  months  one  physician  has  visi- 
ted Warren  and  was  favorably  impressed  with  the 
professional  prospects  and  may  decide  to  practice  here 
or  at  least,  nearby.  The  problem  of  obtaining  a  resi- 
dent physician  remains  serious.  It  appears  that  a  gap 
remains  between  supply  and  demand  in  the  medical 
profession.  It  is  hoped  that  the  voters  will  realize  the 
importance  of  continuing  financial  support  for  the 
Mount  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  in  order  to  assure 
availability  of  the  facilities  as  needs  may  arise. 

The  probability  of  favorable  Congressional  action 
on  the  proposed  series  of  dams  and  storage  pools  in  this 
area  ^s  high  and  the  next  few  months  may  see  the  be- 
ginning of  one  or  more  of  these  dams  in  this  valley. 
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Governor  King  has  pledged  financial  investment  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  one  or  more  local  sites, 
developing  a  State  Park,  fishing,  boating  and  camp- 
ing. If  this  investment  is  made  in  the  years  ahead, 
Warren  will  be  asked  to  develop  some  minimum  zon- 
ing laws  with  a  view  to  making  an  even  more  attractive 
valley  than  we  have  now.  Such  regulations  would  also 
apply  in  other  towns  in  the  area.  Perhaps  by  1965  we 
will  have  the  responsibility  of  presenting  a  zoning  code 
for  consideration  and  action  at  that  Town  Meeting. 
The  following  paragraphs  are  quoted  from  a  letter, 
written  for  this  report  by  Mr.  Donald  Ferren  of  the 
Grafton  County  Soil  Conservation  District. 

"Early  in  1963,  the  "Work  Plan"  for  the  Baker 
River  Watershed  project  was  completed  and  forwarded 
to  Washington  for  Congressional  "construction"  ap- 
proval. The  sponsors  of  the  project,  with  the  help  of 
local  people,  town  officials,  State  and  Federal  agencies 
completed-  these  proposed  plans  which  provide  for: 

(1)  Accelerating  the  installation  of  land  treatment 
measures.  (2)  The  construction  of  eight  single  pur- 
pose floodwater  retarding  structures.  (3)  Six  multiple 
purpose  floodwater  retarding  structures.  (4)  One 
single  purpose  recreational  development. 

This  combined  program  of  land  treatment  and 
structural  measures  will  have  a  major  effect  in  allevi- 
ating future  floodwater  and  sediment  damages  in  the 
valley.  These  works  of  improvement  will  also  provide 
opportunity  for  increased  agricultural  and  industrial 
land  use.  They  will  provide  recreational  lakes  for  wild- 
life habitats,  new  fishing  sites,  and  other  water-based 
recreational  development. 

Four  structures  sites  are  planned  for  the  town  of 
Warren.  Site  No.  1 :  A  multiple  purpose  (flood  Preven- 
tion and  recreation)  site  is  located  on  the  main  branch 
of  the  Baker  River  about  three  miles  northeast  of 
Warren  along  highway  118. 

Site  No.  2 :  Located  on  Berry  Brook  about  1  mile  north 
of  Warren  along  highway  25.    This  structure  is    also 
planned  for  multiple  purpose. 
Site  No.  3 :  Located  at  the  confluence  of  Ore  Hill  Brook 
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and  Black  Brook,  which  is  one-half  mile  northwest  of 
Warren  on  highway  25C.  This  site  is  planned  just  for 
flood  control. 


Site  No.  4:   In  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest 
on  Patch  Brook,  about  1  mile  east  of  Warren  Village. 


These  dams  will  create  permanent  pools  totaling  71 
surface  acres,  and  control  approximately  75  per  cent,  of 
the  drainage  area  above  Warren,  thus  providing  this 
area  with  a  high  degree  of  flood  protection." 


As  Warren  has  now  begun  its  third  century  of  ex- 
istence should  we  not  reflect  upon  our  situation  eco- 
nomically, socially,  educationally  and  politically?  Each 
person  would  do  well  to  decide  what  he  alone,  or  as  a 
member  of  some  group,  can  and  must  do  to  improve  and 
brighten  the  future  of  Warren  and  the  Baker  Valley.

The  teaching  staff  had  only  one  change  in  personnel 
as  school  opened  in  September.  Mrs.  Kern,  who  re- 
signed in  June,  was  replaced  by  Mr.  John  Carroll  of 
Plymouth. 

Mr.  Carroll  is  a  resident  of  Plymouth,  a  graduate 
of  Plymouth  State  College,  B.  Ed.,  Class  of  1962,  and 
is  continuing  his  graduate  work.  He  previously  taught 
at  Franklin  High  School. 

The  number  of  high  school  pupils  enrolled  in 
September  of  1963  was  43,  an  increase  of  seven  over 
the  number  in  1962.  This  enrollment  continues  to 
increase.  Only  eight  high  school  pupils  are  in  grade 
XII,  to  graduate  in  June  1964,  and  we  have  thirteen  to 
enter  grade  IX  in  September  1964.  This  reflects  a 
budget  increase  in  tuition  costs  from  $13,591.00  in  1962 
to  $19,693.00  in  1963,  and  an  estimated  cost  in  1964 
to  $21,120.00.  Although  this  hurts  the  pocketbook,  yet 
it  is  a  compliment  to  the  teachers  and  parents  who 
cause  the  pupils  to  be,  not  only  well-prepared,  but  also 
interested  in  attending  secondary  school. 

In  spite  of  this  increase  in  tuition  costs,  and  in  an 
increase  of  teacher's  salaries,  which  are  approaching 
those  of  a  beginning  teacher  without  experience,  yet 
are  still  far  below  the  average  salary  of  teachers  of 
equal  experience,  the  actual  impact  on  the  taxpayer  is 
less  than  it  was  two  years  ago.  In  1962,  the  taxpayer 
was  assessed  $35,462.99;  in  1963,  $34,641.90;  and,  in 
1984,  the  estimated  tax  assessment  for  schools  is 
$33,656.67,  due  primarily  to  increased  State  Aid. 

In  the  realm  of  education,  it  would  seem  that  more 
and  more  parental  responsibilities  are  being  shunted 
onto  the  school  system;  and  to  the  detriment  of  the 
child's  well  being. 
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For  nearly  300  years  we  had  a  society  and  way  of 
life  that  required  every  growing  youngster  to  carry  in 
fire  wood  when  he  was  about  age  six.  He  learned  to 
plow  at  12  and  become  a  "hand"  at  16.  But  modern 
life  has  changed  all  that.  The  greatest  resource  avail- 
able to  today's  youth  is  time.  Their  most  perplexing 
problem  is  finding  something  useful  to  do  with  it. 

Since  the  time  when  about  90  percent  of  our  people 
worked  the  land  and  it  took  about  three  individuals  in 
agriculture  to  sustain  one  on  the  city  street,  we  have 
moved  to  where  one  farm  worker  can  now  supply  23 
others.  The  economists  predict  that  this  proportion  is 
sure  to  go  to  one  to  30  and  eventually,  perhaps,  to 
where  one  individual  on  the  land  can  maintain  40  or  50 
individuals  living  in  town. 

Because  much  of  the  change  in  agriculture  and  our 
way  of  living  has  been  recent,  a  majority  of  our  adult 
population  can  remember  a  growing  up  experience 
when  there  was  something  useful  to  do — the  very  doing 
of  which  was  of  significance  and  made  a  difference  to 
the  other  members  of  the  family  group.  It  may  or  may 
not  have  been  carrying  in  the  wood  or  learning  to  plow. 
It  might  have  been  white-washing  the  fence,  gathering 
eggs,  pumping  water,  closing  in  the  chickens  at  night, 
tending  a  vegetable  garden,  or  some  other  important 
and  necessary  chore.  But  in  that  earlier  period  chil- 
dren were  genuinely  an  economic  asset.  Their  efforts 
were  purposeful  and  needed. 

At  home,  in  school,  and  in  community  activities, 
children  learn  through  participation.  They  learn  to 
accept  responsibility  by  being  given  responsibilities. 
They  learn  correct  procedures  by  making  occasional 
mistakes.     Skills  develop  through  practice. 

In  the  process  by  which  young  people  grow  into 
mature  citizens,  idleness  is  not  a  substitute  for  work 
experiences  geared  to  advancing  maturity.  The  op- 
portunities available  to  youth  in  generations  past  are 
now  missing.  For  it  is  pretty  hard  for  a  youth  to  learn 
to  plow  a  city  street. 

Unfortunately,  only  a  small  minority  of  rural  youth 
actually  live  on  productive  farms. 
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They  have  moved  with  high  hopes  of  finding  some 
share  of  the  "good  life".  Taking  their  disadantages 
with  them — poverty,  a  low  level  of  educational  back- 
ground, a  lack  of  employable  skills  —  they  have  not 
generally  found  it. 

It  is  frustrating,  perhaps  even  worse,  for  our  youth 
who  find  themselves  in  a  society  that  doesn't  have  any- 
thing for  them  to  do. 

Having  a  generation  of  perhaps  the  healthiest  and 
most  energetic  youth  the  world  has  ever  known  with 
not  much  to  do  with  their  time  is  a  serious  social  prob- 
lem. Its  seriousness  is  not  only  the  idleness  of  youth 
but  the  fact  that  they  are  deprived  of  maturing  influ- 
ences that  constructive  work  experiences  give. 

So  far  out  society  has  either  failed  to  recognize  this 
problem  or  has  simply  turned  its  back  on  it. 

Parents  need  to  understand  the  significance  of 
work  experiences  and  must  try  to  find  as  many  outlets 
for  their  children  as  possible. 

Children  learn  by  the  tasks  they  do.  They  have 
little  opportunity  to  learn  when  everything  is  done  for 
them,  when  they  are  shielded  from  responsibility. 
From  an  early  age  with  each  child,  parents  must  be 
alert  to  the  tasks  and  chores  and  routine  jobs  that  can 
be  assigned  and  supervised. 

The  leaders  of  business  and  labor  need  to  accept  a 
share  of  responsibility  for  furnishing  work  opportuni- 
ties to  youth. 

It  is  not  suggested  here  that  you  be  put  in  competi- 
tion with  adults  for  jobs.  They  are  not  ready  to  accept 
such  responsibility. 

Opportunities  for  work  experiences  for  youth  and 
need  to  be  created.  Our  modern  society  is  something 
of  a  unique  experiment.  Only  recently  have  we  become 
a  nation  more  urban  than  rural. 

But  regardless  of  how  the  job  is  attacked,  at  what 
level  or  by  which  agency,  many  opportunities  for  youth 
will  need  to  be  created. 
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One  of  the  basic  social  problems  in  America  is  the 
fact  that  it  now  has  on  its  hands,  not  around  the  bend, 
a  generation  of  youth  with  nothing  to  do  but  go  to 
school  long  after  our  colonial,  agricultural  concept  of 
a  school  program  should  have  been  taken  out  of  the 
picture.  For  there  isn't  any  way  to  take  the  meager 
scrap  of  time  now  allocated  to  education  and  do  for 
this  country  what  has  to  be  done  if  it  is  to  survive  and 
prosper  during  the  last  half  of  the  Twentieth  Century. 

The  efficiency  of  the  professional  staff,  the  interest 
and  industriousness  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  the  support  of  the  citizens  is  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged.

Saturday,  January  12,  1963,  Dr.  Deely  examined  28 
children  in  grades  1,  4  and  7.  In  spite  of  the  cold, 
stormy  weather,  there  was  100  percent  attendance.  I 
think  this  is  remarkable  considering  the  weather  and 
the  fact  that  the  examinations  were  held  on  a  Saturday. 
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During  the  summer  of  1962,  the  Sabin  Oral  Polio 
vaccine  became  available.  The  Department  of  Health 
conducted  a  series  of  three  clinics  with  local  commit- 
tees handling  the  pre-registration  and  records.  In 
March,  April,  and  May,  1963,  make-up  clinics  were  held 
and  anyone  who  had  missed  them  in  the  summer  had 
an  opportunity  to  get  the  types  they  had  not  had. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bennett,  Mr.  Burton  and  his 
staff,  the  parents  and  pupils  for  their  continued  inter- 
est in  the  school  health  program.
